A Teacher s Rights 



Perry County School Superintendent 
Dennis Wooton’s rebuttal to a Hazard 
Herald editorial two weeks ago confirms 
the very point that editorial tried to 
make: that a Perry County school teach- 
er was treated by the School Board with 
so little respect for his professional capa- 
bilities that he was forced to leave his 
home county to take a job in another 
state. 

The case in question involved a ful- 
ly-qualified teacher who was transferred 
from a teaching-coaching job he had held 
successfully for two years to another 
school over twenty miles from his home, 
a job he didn’t want and ultimately re- 
fused to continue in. 

Superintendent Wooton said in his 
letter to the editor in last Thursday’s 
Herald that the teacher was transferred 
to the other school at the request of 
“good citizens” in the Jeff community 
after the teacher was “caught” in a tav- 
ern one night. 

The simple fact that some “citizens” 
in a community ask that a teacher be re- 
moved seems to us a painfully inadequate 
reason for such drastic action. Is a 
teacher’s job no more secure than that? 
Practically every teacher in Perry 
County, regardless of how popular or 
how good he is, has someone who does- 
n't like him, or who perhaps simply 
wants his job. Has it come to the point 
that to have a teacher removed from a 
school, all you have to do is ask 0 

Of course citizens must always have 
the right to complain about any public 
official or employee, for good cause. But 
there are standard wavs to go about such 



action. Did the “good citizens” make 
their complaints and charges against this 
teacher to his face, in an open hearing 
where the teacher might have defended 
himself* How many “good citizens” ac- 
tually complained? Did they represent 
the majority of opinion in the teacher’s 
district* What is indicated by the fact 
that School Board member Dacker 
Combs, who represents the majority of 
opinion in the district fought against the 
teacher’s removal? 

Nowhere in Mr. Wooton’s , letter 
does he say that the teacher was not qual- 
ified for his job. that he was not a good 
teacher. His educational background 
and his practical experience, which add 
up to the professional capabilities we 
mentioned, meant nothing once the “good 
citizens" made their complaint- And 
even in spite of the alleged complaints, 
the School Board could not have been 
too worried about the character, or “some 
habits” of this teacher or it would not 
have offered him the assistant principal- 
ship of a high school. 

The Herald has been asked why it 
continues to editorialize so much on this 
particular teacher issue. The answer is 
that this example is only symbolic of a 
deeper problem. The questions raised 
bv this teacher’s fate transcend his single 
case. If a teacher’s job is so precarious, 
is it any wonder that teaching in Perry 
County, is no more attractive than it is? 
Without teachers who can feel free and 
dedicated in their profession, how 7 can 
our mountain schools ever be other than 
they are? 




Faulty Welfare System 



Slorm Drains & Sewer Lines 



City Manager C. C. Colwell has ex- 
pressed a concern for the city’s new 
sewage treatment plant that every one in 
Hazard should share. The concern is 
brought on because of the common 
practice of Hazard house owners con- 
necting water drains to their sanitary 
pipe line, which in time of heavy rain 
floods the new sewage plant with lit- 
erally tons of water that should have 
been left above ground. 

There is no justification for this prac- 
tice. It makes no sense to invest hund- 
reds of thousands of public dollars in a 



modern facility, only to misuse it. If 
household storm drains connected to 
the sewer line are threatening the city’s 
expensive new equipment, they should 
be disconnected at once and the rain 
water kept above ground. 

In the best interest of all concerned, 
the individual property owners should 
voluntarily disconnect their water drains 
from their sanitary lines. Failing this, 
the city is justified in taking whatever 
steps are necessary to force the property 
owners to act.

The “welfare system” is a topic of frequent 
discussion these days, particularly here in the 
Appalachian Mountains where it is so widely 
practiced. The system's critics say the welfare 
program is too big. while its proponents argue 
that the need for welfare still far outweights 
the available facilities. 

But a point that people on both sides of 
the question seem to agree on is that, with all 
questions of size aside, the red tape and built- 
in inequities of our present programs are caus- 
ing added hardships on those who are genuine- 
ly in need of help. 

Take the case of the man and woman who 
live right now in Perry County, with eight de- 
pendant children still at home. The mother is 
a TB patient with an infant child, the father 
a sick man unable to perform heavy labor. This 
family receives no cash welfare benefits but it 
does get food stamps every month, which con- 
stitute the major portion of its livlihood. 

The other day when the mother went in to 
pick up hefr food stamps she was routinely ask- 
ed if her husband had found any work in the 
past month. The mother made her first mistake 
here: she told Uie truth, said yes, har husband 
had helped a neighbor work on his house for 
two days. At this admission, the wheels of the 
great program ground to a halt. How much did 
he earn? the mother was asked- When she re- 
plied she wasn’t sure, she was sent back home, 
far out in the county, to find out before she 
cauld receive her stamps. 

Before it was over, the mother made three 
trips from her house back into town, the first 
time to pick up her food stamps, the second to 
report how much her husband had earned in 
two days light work, the third trip to get a 
signed statement from the “employer” stating 



hew much he had paid the woman s husband. 
It was something under 20 dollars. When the 
woman finally did get hef family's stamps there 
was an appropriate deduction to compensate 
for her husband’s “earnings.” 

On the surface, this story may not mean 
much to the average reader. Most people are 
unable to visualize just how hard it is for a mo- 
ther such as the one described to simply get 
back and forth to town with an infant in her 
arms and no car. The casual reader is likewise 
not likely to notice one of the crucial points of 
the whole episode, that all this woman’s diffi- 
culty was caused because she told the truth. 
All she had to do was lie a little and say her 
husband had not worked and likely the welfare 
people would never have known the difference- 
Another central point obvious in the story is 
that the whole complication could have been 
avoided had the man simply refused to take the 
job his neighbor offered him. 

That the man did work is significant and 
to his credit, and the same can be said of the 
woman’s honesty. The shame of it all, though, 
is that the nature of our present welfare sys- 
tem in effect penalized these two people for 
what society normally looks upon as virtues: 
truth and ambition. 

The welfare worker who sent the lady 
home was only doing his job. It is the inflexible 
nature of the present system that is at fault. 
Many honest but unfortunate people who de- 
serve help and sympathy are being injured be- 
cause too little imagination went into the think- 
ing behind the existing welfare programs. As 
needed as they are in many cases, the various 
programs need some fundamental re-thinking 
and more imaginative approaches to the pro- 
blems posed by automation, unemployment and 
lack of education in our society.

John Whisman, administrator of the 
Area Development Programs for Ken- 
tucky, , was quite emphatic in saying that 
no other community in the nation would 
receive more money and help from the 
program than the Upper Kentucky Riv- 
er Association of Perry, Knott, Leslie, 
and Letcher Counties.

Brooks Brademas, noted archietect, and 
President of City Planning Associates, 
Inc., in Hazard offering the services of 
his company to completely plan a new 
community for the residents of Carr’s 
Fork on a suitable site to all concerned. 

But, we were most proud of our local 
County Development Association be- 
cause they are organized and working 
toward projects and programs that will 
benefit our people and they are doing 
it without friction, with cooperation, and 
with concern for their neighbors. 

In fact, the leadership is so strong 
and well-organized that it invoked a 
compliment from one of the State men 
to the effect this was the best “geared- 
for-action” community development pro- 
gram he had seen in the state- 

We sincerely hope that the county 
officials, city officials and members of 
the prominent professions throw their 
time and talent into creating projects for 
our community, projects that will pro- 
vide education for our youth, our adults, 
jobs for those who need them and are

The Economic Opportunity Act has been prominent in 
the news media and the recent meeting at the Power Com- 
pany brings the act to our community forefront, but just 
vi lia* does the act promise our area. To decide this, we must 
I k at the act itself and dissect it 

It is divided into several general sections. The first one 
concerns our youth and is subdivided into three programs 
that are designed to provide employment and or training for 
young |H‘ople: 

1. A Job Corps for those 16 21 years of age who have 
not completed high school training. Traininq will be done in 
conservation and training camps and will deal mainly with 
general education, vocational experience and work training, 
and safety and health services. 

2. A work Training Program, also for those 18-21, 
th ugh not restricted to non-high school graduates. It is 
aimed at increasing trainee employability and occupational 
•kill with trainees being employed in local or state commun- 
ity activities. 

3. A Work Study Program for college students in need 
cf a part-time jab in order to continue their education. The* 
program will be administered through local colleges und 
universities and will strive to provide on or off-campus cm 
ployment for students cf low income families, m a job that 
will add to the student's educational objective. 

Th« second section, adult education, Is designed to raise 



the educational level of adults; programs developed under 
this heading must be aimed at persons 22 years old or older. 
This section, important to Eastern Kentucky, concerns, in the 
main, those who have not received a fifth grade or equival- 
ent education, whose members are cf a low income family. 

A third section concerns special anti-poverty programs 
for rural areas. They are to raise and maintain the income 
and living standards and to loan up to $2 500 to low income 
rural families and cooperative associations f ir Hit purpose 
of buying or improving land, or lor processing, purchasing, 
and marketing services. 

It can be used by families with incomes up to $3,000, 
but is directed primarily a: rural farm families with incomes 
less than $1,000 annually, who wish, but cannot get, creJit 
from o!her Bounces on reasonable terms. 

The fourth section is an employment and investment 
incentive program which seeks to assist the employment of 
long-term unemploved throuqh the bolsterinq of smell busi- 
ness concerns. Small firms would be strengthened with loans 
uo to $1! 000 

A filth section is the w rk experience programs which 
are designed to exp in J opportunities fur constructive work 
experience and needed training fer persons unable to suppert 
themselves or their families. This would conoern those per- 
sons especially unemployed fathers) who are unemployed 



but who could be employed or made employable through on- 

the-j.b work training. 

To implement action on these sections, local programs 
shodd be planned lo use and tie together as many state and 
federal programs as possible. 

The Manpower Development and Training Act, the over- 
all Kentucky Vocation Educational program, and the Area 
Redevelopment Association training programs give a range 
of training possibilities which can be further improved by 
relating them to new possibilities for pre-school and remedial 
education and odult education. 

Grants from the Office of Economic Opportunity may 
cover up to 90 peroent of the cost of program actions, and 
maw be made to both public agencies and private non-profit 
agencies with emphasis on comprehensive and coordinated 
action programs at the community Ifevel. 

These programs at the community level are the heart of 
the Economic Opportunity Act and may involve many tilings, 
such as: 

1. services and activities to develop new employment 
opportunities; 2. providing special and remedial education, 
with particular emphasis on reading, writing, and mathe- 
matics; 3 providing comprehensive academic counseling 
and guidance services and school social work services; 

j 4. providing after »c%ool study centers, after- school 



tutoring, and cummer, weekend and after-school academic 
classes; 5. Establishing programs for the benefit of pre- 
school children; 6. reducing adult illiteracy; 7. developing 
and carrying out special education or other programs for 
migrant or transient families; 

8. improving the living conditions of the elderly; 9. ar- 
ranging for or providing health examinati ns or and health 
education for school children; 10. rehabilitation and re- 
training of physically or mentally handicapped persons; 

11. providing health, rehabilitation, employment, educa- 
tional and related services to young men not qualified 
for military service; 12. providing community child centers 
and you:h activity centers; 13. improving housing and living 
facilities and home management skills; 

14. providing services to enable families from rural 
areas to meet problems of urban living; and, IS. providing 
recreation and physical fitness services end facilities.
